Timber Race Saturday

Maryland spring hunt racing got 
under way last Saturday, April 13 
with the 32nd annual running of the 
My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point. 
Monty R. L. A. Randall’s 9-year-old 
working hunter from the Howard 
County hunting country, with young 
Mr. John Merryman in the saddle, 
riding his first race over a flagged 
course, led the 2 time Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner, Blockade over the last 
of 16 upstanding timber fences to 
win this year’s renewal of the 3 mile 
post and rail classic by 2 lengths in 
a driving finish. Monty R. completed 
the 3 miles over natural country in 
the excejlent time of 6:20, regarded 
as a new record for the course. The 
son of Mayn®, out of a_ registered 
standard bred mare, finely fitted by 
J. Fred Adams Jr., fenced consis- 
tently well and showed improvement 
from his initial spring outing in the 
Deep Run Hunt Cup last week. 

Some 3,000 hunt racing enthusiasts 
braved the unseasonably cold winter 
weather to witness the two closely 
contested timber races which make 
up the day’s card. Large, white pat- 
ches of the wet snow, which had fall- 
ed during the previous night, still 
dotted the countryside and the going 
was heavy over the rolling course 
on the adjoining estates of Leslie E. 
Keiffer and J. Myers Pearce, 

The 19th renewal of the John 
Rush Streett Memorial for horses 
which have never won 2 races over 
a timber course was run in a driving

No championships were awarded 
in the classes for hunters and jump- 
ers at the Wall Street Riding Club's 
5th annual Horse Show, held in New 
York on April 13, but major honors 
in the classes shown over fences 
went to Mrs. Milton E. Reiner’s 
Lightning, with three wins to his 
credit. The stable of Dr. and Mrs. 
Walter T. Kees also accounted for 
a triple but, in this case, the blue 
ribbons were divided between two 
horses, Lew Dunbar and_ Slieve 
Bloom. 

It was first or nothing for Light- 
ning who, cleverly ridden by Marion 
Loucks, won the Knock-Down-and- 
Out, the Touch and Out Sweepstakes 
and the class for working hunters, 
but Lew Dunbar was well up in the 
competition all the way, being in al- 
most every jump off for ribbons and 
winning, besides the class for Jump- 
ers Over Four Feet and the Open to 
All, a second and a fourth ribbon 
in other classes. Mrs. Joseph L. Mer- 
rill’s Thunder Boy was the winner 
of the Jumper Sweepstakes and this 
brings up an interesting comparison 
between these two big chestnut open 
jumpers. Both Lew Dunbar’ and 
Thunder Boy are on the rangy type. 
Thunder Boy is the tallest, being 18 
hands to Lew Dunbar’s 17.2 1-2, 
but Lew Dunbar looks the longest 
overall. Thunder’ Boy probably 
girths larger than Lew Dunbar but 
it is an open question which weighs 
the taost, and which grunts loudest 
over his fences.

John Harrison Gives Mrs. 
Gould’s Hunting Hunter 
Steady Ride Over 4 Miles 


Hundreds of “doubting Thomases”’ 
chilled, to the marrow, stood on a 
wind-swept ‘‘Glenwood Course’’ to 
eat humble pie as Mrs. Frank M. 
Gould’s Black Sweep swept to a 
workmanlike repeat triumph in the 
20th running of the Middleburg 
Cup Steeplechase, last Saturday, 
April 13. Jumping flawlessly, the 7- 
year-old son of Sweep By  accom- 
plished the four miles and 18 fences 
in steady fashion, under a fine ride 
by the capable Gentleman Rider Mr. 
John §. Harrison, to settle the sotto 
voce disputes which had raged the 
year, since his maiden outing in 
1939 and “fluke triumph,’ when as 
a hunting hunter, he had followed 
the field to jump broken panels and 
defeat the talented favorite Rokeby 
Stable’s *Faction Fighter last spring. 
These opinions were changed dram- 
atically, to become ringing approv- 
als, as the former Mrs. Turner Wilt- 
shire ladies’ hunter defeated a field 
of 7 others, including William F.

Great Britain 


Flat Racing Season Finds 
Owners, Trainers And 
Jockeys In Uniform

Another flat race season has open- 
ed and under strange conditions. Al- 
though many of them are in England 
yet half the younger division of own- 
ers, trainers and jockeys are in uni- 
form and though a number of Nat- 
ional Hunt jockeys, who are in the 
forces. have been getting leave to 
ride. not a few trainers have tem- 
porarily closed down. their stables 
and many young flat race soldier 
jockeys will- not be seen riding in 
public. Not a few of them can count 
their careers at an end for they will 
be either too heavy, or will find 
themselves ‘back numbers’ when 
peace times return. The fact is that 
we must be prepared for consider- 
able changes in every department of 
the Turf. During the last war several 
old time jockeys again took out lic- 
enses and one or two may do so this 
season and thus once familiar names 
will be restored to the number 
boards, Other veterans, who have 
continued as jockeys, but have had 
next to no riding in recent years pro- 
bably will get more than they ever 
again expected. On the other hand 
the young brigade, many of whom 
were just coming to the front. will 
be precluded from any closer touch 
with racing than reading results in 
the papers all the while realising 
that their professional career is be- 
ing blasted. They are. of course, by 
no means alone. It is the same with 
huntsmen and Hunt servants thrown 
out of employment and with hun- 
dreds of others to whom war inevit- 
ably brings great loss, if not ruin. 

In the last war I was a _ cavalry 
officer and although we had a troop 
composed almost entirely of jockeys 
and amateur riders, it was a general 
complaint that if a man could ride 
and knew anything about horses he 
was invariably sent to an infantry 
regiment, whilst those who had never 
been on a horse, or had any associa- 
tion with horses, were drafted to 
mounted units. In this war cavalry 
and horses are so far at a discount, 
and only owners, trainers and jock- 
eys who were previously identified 
with yeomanry regiments have re- 
mained amongst horses. Others have 
chosen the R. A. F., or the Army Vet- 
terinary Corps. In whatever arm of 
the service they may be, and wher- 
ever they are, we older birds on the 
Turf will miss them and will hate 
all the changes and abstentions which 
war creates. For us the game can 
never be the same again; for the new 
brigade which is bound to arise 
when conditions become normal, it 
will be different. They will come as 
revivalists knowing their own gen- 
eration only and with thoughts cen- 
tred on present and future rather 
than the past. Many of us saw the 
new influx arrive after the last war 
and recall how many of them ‘knew 
it all in five minutes’, and soon be- 
gan to throw their weight about. 
They were essential to the restorat- 
ion of racing. and there was just 
sufficient leaven of old timers left

Sun Egret Captures 
Havre de Grace 


Cap For 2nd Time 


A. C. Compton's Son Of 
*Sun Briar Defeats J. W. Y. 
Martin’s Battle Jack 


For the second year in succession 
A. C. Compton’s Sun Egret drove 
across the finish line at Havre de 
Grace to win the Harford Handicap 
when the 5-year-old son of *Sun 
Briar—Polly Egret captured the 28th 
running of this $5,000 added inaugu- 
ral feature from J, W. Y. Martin’s 
Battle Jack by 2 lengths last Monday 
April 15. Exactly one year earlier to 
the day (April 15, 1939) Sun Egret 
won the Harford Handicap from 
Fighting Fox and, glancing down the 
list of also rans, we note that Battle 
Jack finished fourth. The latter was 
given 7 pounds advantage over the 
winner in Monday’s performance, as 
Sun Egret toted topweight of 122 
along with being the crowd's choice 
to win. 





Sun Egret seems to have a parti- 
cular fondness for Maryland tracks, 
for though he has won stakes else- 
where, it has been in the Old Line 
State that most of his major victories 
have been accomplished. In addition 
to the Harford last year Sun Egret 
also won both the Capital Handicap 
and the Laurel Stakes in the fall, 
while in 1938 he garnered two of 
Bowie’s outstanding features in the 
Rowe Memorial and the Bowie 
Spring Handicap, then returned to 
Pimlico to annex the Baltimore 
Autumn Handicap as well that year. 
Though he won no stakes as a 2- 
year-old, Sun Egret. was twice on the 
juvenile winner’s list in 1937, as well 
as twice second and twice third and 
was only four times out of the 
money in altogether ten starts. Add- 
ing last Monday’s $4,975 profit earn- 
ed in the Harford to his total earn- 
ings, this Court Manor-bred horse 
has thus far in his career accounted 
for some $81,605. 


Milldale Stable’s Andy K., last 
year’s sensational juvenile son of 
the New Jersey sire Jack High, made 
his 33-year-old debut last Tuesday at 
Havre de Grace a triumphant one by 
carrying off the $1,500 Magnolia 
Purse in a 2 % length driving vic- 
tory over The Tower Stable’s Royal 
Man. Winner of some $43,360 last 
year, but displaying a tendency to 
run out, for which he was twice dis- 
qualified, Andy K. ran “straight and 
true all way” this time and gave no 
cause for complaint to his opponents 
as the four horses sloshed through 
the muddy six furlongs. 


Three of the progeny of the late 
Marylander Mowlee did their part 
towards perpetuating the memory of 
their sire, all in rapid succession 
at Bowie last week when W. D. 
Blick’s Manny B., J. V. Tigani’s Ann 
Mowlee and G. Perry’s Mowmart won 
three races in a row on April 10. 
Both Manny B., a 3-year-old, and 
Ann Mowlee, a 4-year-old, broke 
their maidens on this occasion, while 
the 3-year-old Mowmart was turn- 
ing in his second straight triumph at 
Bowie, having scored there on April 
3 as well and then came back to a

Kentucky Derby Suffers In 
Comparison To Belmont 
Stakes As Guide To Breeders 


By Exterminator 

This year the Kentucky Derby is 
to be run at Churchill Downs, Louis- 
ville Kentucky on the 4th of May. 
This is the most widely ballyhooed 
race in the country, and it has come 
to occupy a position of importance 
in fixing the rank of each season’s 
three year olds. As a guide to bre- 
eders, however, seeking a line to 
guide them in the selection of stal- 
lions of the highest class, it is not 
up to the Belmont Stakes. 

There are two main reasons why 
the Kentucky Derby suffers in com- 
parison with the Belmont Stakes. 
The Derby is usually run in the first 
week in May. It is difficult and some- 
times impossible to get a horse fight- 
ing fit for a great stake as early in 
the year as that. Many a colt whose 
preparation has been unduly rushed 
for the race has either been forced 
to miss it altogether, or has gone 
to the post short of condition. 

Secondly the Derby distance is a 
mile and a quarter and the Belmont 
distance is a mile and a half. The 
Belmont is run in June instead of 
May. The distance of the Belmont 
searches horses more thoroughly for 
Stamina at a time when they can be 
prepared for the race. 

The history of the turf in one re- 
spect in this country, England and 
France has been the same. The great- 
est list of sires which the winners 
of any one race can boast is the Bel- 
mont Stakes in the U.S. A., the Derby 
in England, and the Prix du Jockey 
Club (French Derby) in France. All 
three races are run in June over a 
distance of about a mile and a half. 

The Kentucky Derby field can be 
classified into groups in such a way 
that considerable light falls on those 
candidates having a sound winning 
chance. Let us group the horses in- 
to (1) first class candidates, (2) 
improving candidates, (3) second 
class candidates, (4) stamina lack- 
ing candidates, and (5) over raced 
candidates. 

In most years the winner is a colt 
belonging to both classes (1) and 
(2). If therefore, we can eliminate 
the colts in the last three classes the 
task of selecting the probable win- 
n er becomes appreciably easier. Last 
year, for instance there were only 
two candidates in class (1) and only 
One of these—Johnstown—could be 
classed as an improving candidate. 

Let us begin with the elimination 
of class (5). Very seldom do two year 
olds which have raced more than say 
sixteen times play a prominent part 
in the great three year old stakes. 
Writing the number of races run as 
a two year old after the name of each 
colt, the more prominent candidates 
among the over-raced group in 1940 
are True Star (26) Third Covey 
(19), Titilator (18), Pigeon Fly (18) 
Pass Out (18), Endy (18) Royal 
Crusader (17), and Devils Crag (17). 

Class (4) Stamina lacking candid- 
ates, can also be eliminated, but not 
always with complete safety, The 
distance of the race and the time of 
year when it is run make it possible

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Spring Show Season 


Opens With Essex 
And Squadron A 


Back in the days when Willow 
King, Nancy Pansy, Down East 
Ravello and Alarm were the sensat- 
ions of the hunter classes and Con- 
fidence, Skyscraper, Hercules and 
Tronsides were competing over high 
jumps, Brooklyn and Durlands used 
to open the spring horse show cir- 
cuit. It was at the Brooklyn Riding 
Club that the new champions were 
introduced, while other exhibitors 
found that the horses that had look- 
ed so well at home were only horses 
after all. Then across the river at 
Durland’s on 66th. street in New 
York City, decisions would, as likely 
as not, be reversed and the season 
would be off to a good start. These 
were not the largest shows on the 
calender but they were the first and, 
as such, were always welcome. 





Now two armories, Squadron A. 
in New York and Essex Troop in 
Newark, have taken over the res- 
ponsibility of the Spring Opening 
of the Horse Show Season, and the 
job is in good hands. Both build- 
ings have adequate and _ excellent 
stabling, sufficient seating capacity, 
experienced management and hospit- 
able committees; and from them 
stables can ship on down the line 
with healthy, well prepared horses 
and a happy anticipation of the 
shows to come. 

For a great many years the Squad- 
ron A. Armory has taken a prom- 
inent place in the sporting life of 
winter bound New Yorkers. In the 
years when the National Horse Show 
was caught between the abandon- 
ment of the old Madison Square 
Garden and the building of the new 
one, the National was held at Squad- 
ron A. and even now when the Nat- 
ional is firmly established in its 
new quarters, the Squadron stables 
the team of the foreign nations be- 
fore the show and arranges facilities 
for their schooling. Squadron A. has, 
probably, done more to popularize 
indoor polo that any other individ- 
ual organization and has justly earn- 
ed its title of The Meadow Brook of 
the indoor game. It is not necessary 
to go into detail on what the Squad- 
ron is doing by way of making 
cavalrymen out of the young busi- 
ness men of New York City, and 
horsewomen and horsemen of their 
wives and children to guarantee that 
this organization is especially well 
equipped to run a successful horse 
show, because its very first exhibit- 
ion in 1937 was an outstanding suc- 
cess and now their fourth show is 
looked forward to as one of the 
major events of the season. The 
Squadron specializes in hunters and 
jumpers, wisely adapting its require- 
ments to inexperienced beginners as 
well as allowing the campaigners 
a comfortable start, but at this show 
may also be seen classes for polo 
ponies of unusual excelience, classes 
for expert military horsemanship, 
and a variety of unusual drills and 
exhibitions, an entertaining and in- 
structive horse show in every sense 
of the word. 

1940 will mark the twentieth an- 
niversary of the Newark Horse show 
which is held in the Essex Troop 
Armory and here the saddle horses 
will make their bow. The splendid 
work that Essex is doing for the 
junior riders of New Jersey will al-

TIMBER OUTLOOK 








With everything pointing now towards the Maryland Hunt Cup as the 
most desirable of all the timber classics the timber races over this past Sat- 
urday showed a very favorable outlook. The features were the Middleburg 
Cup and My Lady’s Manor and an additional race in Maryland, for the John 
Rush Streett Memorial. The favorites and the old stand-bys were there. 
*Faction Fighter ran a good race in the Middleburg Cup, but was beaten by 
that comparitive newcomer to timber racing, last year’s point to point win- 
ner Black Sweep. Blockade, the favorite for the Maryland with two victories 
under his girth and out to do what no other horse has ever done, win three 
times in a row, took a beating at the hands of Monty R. with young Johnny 
Merryman giving him a grand ride for his first race at the hunt meetings.

The Middleburg Cup this year was sil- 
ent on this important qualification, yet of the 8 riders, only two were pro- 
fessionals and the rest were all amateurs. It is going to be up to the ama- 
teurs to keep timber racing going because riding over timber is an amateur’s 
game, coming as it does directly from the hunting field. It is heartening to 
know that amateurs are willing to accept their responsibility to share the 
burden of this most difficult of all racing even when conditions permit the 


professional 


At Middleburg three new timber owners made their appearance. Mrs. 
Robert Winmill with her fine little mare, Little Duchess, a home-bred one by 
her good stallion, War Whoop, that makes it all the more interesting. Then 
there was Mrs. Amory Carhart with Sir Romeo, and Raymond Guest with a 
young timber prospect called Tiger Lane. The fact that none of these three 
were able to win should not be discouraging to their owners. It only proves 
once again that to fit a timber horse takes patience and more patience and 
that is after all what makes the game so fascinating. You cannot win over 
timber as easily as you can win over brush. Sir Romeo was a fit horse, but 
he was not fit enough, and yet he is tightening and has the experience. Little 
Duchess did a superb job at the point to points with Mrs. Winmill up. She is a 
grand prospect but point to points are not timber races and she needs more 
experience. She has but to learn to jump at speed. Tiger Lane is 5 years 
old. He is green, but was guilty of no greater offense than rapping hard 
enough to put his rider off. Hold Forth is another new horse for timber, as 
is Houseman who is only 4 and who was out to duplicate the performance of 
last year’s winner, Black Sweep. There were 10 entries for the Middleburg 
Cup and only two scratches. This in itself is a good sign for many the time 
have there been large entries, and then when horses went postwards all but 
two or three were scratched. 


For the next two weeks, that haven of all timber racng, the state of Mary- 
land wili occupy the spotlight with the Little Grand National and then the 
Maryland, and it is pleasant to know that for once timber racing has more 
horses prepping who are going to carry on and more new owners who are 
enthusiastic and determined to maintain the great tradition of the American 
steeplechase, the race over timber fences with amateurs up.

Mesa Horse

Dear Chronicle: 

I am enclosing some items on 
“pygmy” horses found in California 
papers.These horses were found on 
top of an isolated mesa, with pre- 
cipitous sides, cut off by The Colo. 
River. They were thought to have 
been originally Arab horses brought 
over by the Spaniards from Mexico 
in the 16th century because they 
have one less veterbra, characteristic 
of the Arab. 

These horses are thought to have 
been cut off on the top of this mesa, 
by some natural process, hundreds 
of years ago, and became stunted 
by breeding and the lack of water. 
When taken from the mesa, they 
would only eat flowers and lap water 
from the ground.

than a horse’. According to Mr. 
Blake, writing in the Los Angles 
Evening Herald, ‘‘Watterson Rot- 


hacker, owner of the unusual animal, 
explained that this mite of horse- 
flesh is fearless, intrepid and cour- 
ageous as it is domestic. Sir Arthur 
(as he is called, named after Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle) fears nothing, 
chasing big and powerful cow horses. 
He never kicks, but butts like a goat. 
The little horse agile as a goat, is 
one of a herd of 90 “throw back”’ 
horses that were spotted by an airo- 
plane pilot 2 or 3 years ago over the 
Grand Canyon.—tThe pilot thought he 
had found a herd of wild burros 
and reported to the California In- 
stitute of Technology. An expedition 
of mountain climbers was organized 
to scale the steep sides. The animals 
were not burros—but horses. There 
was no water on the mesa. The 
horses obtained what water they did 
get from the dew and vegetation they 
could munch. Like goats, their noses 
nuzzle the ground for herbs and 
roots.’’)

at times for a pronounced sprinter 
to take the spoils. Sprinters are 
easier to condition than stayers, and 
of course they reach their full power 
much sooner. Morvich, for instance 
won the Kentucky Derby and never 
won another race.

of horses in training, few trainers 
are taking boys as apprentice jock- 
eys though the number of applicat- 
ions they are receiving was perhaps 
never so great. Not a week passes 
but I receive letters from fathers of 
dwarfed boys asking me to get them 
with some trainer, but it is now al- 
most impossible to do this: In nor- 
mal times many trainers are ready 
to take a lad whose height, weight 
and keeness recommend him, but it 
is probable that no one is more ign- 
orant of what is in store during the 
first few months ‘in stables’ than ap- 
prentice jockeys themselves. Many 
imagine that within a few days of 


their arrival they will be sweeping 
over old turf with a high mettled 
throughbred underneath them, and 
that a few weeks later they will be 
riding in races. Except in the few 
cases in which a boy has previously 
been riding well to Hounds and has 
proved his ability to stay on top and 
to hold a pulling horse’ together, 
there is a good deal of drudgery and 
probationary work before a lad is 
allowed to ‘ride out’ at exercise. In 
many training establishments’ the 
last-comers amongst the apprentices 
have all manner of menial tasks to 
perform until they become acclim- 
atised. Those who ‘stick it’ and do 
not run away (as did Steve Dono- 
ghue from  Peacock’s Middleham 
stable) are in due course promoted 
to ride a quiet hack, or some old 
stager in training which has been 
the initial mount of many such bud- 
ding jockeys. The majority of these 
lads do not ‘go into stables’ until 
they are of school leaving age, and 
probably ninety per cent of them 
have no other recommendation than 
that they are undersized and under- 
weight. As a rule they have not one 
drop of ‘horsey’ blood in their veins, 
no inherent knowledge of or apti- 
tude for riding, but they have heard 
so often from those around them 
“He ought to be a jockey” or ‘‘He’ll 
make nothing but. a jockey,” that 
they accept the idea that they are 
Richards’, Carslakes, or Beary’s in 
embryo with fame and fortune await- 
ing them. Nowadays not more than 
two or three per cent of those ap- 
prenticed to trainers ever get more 
than their foot on the first rung of 
the ladder, and even many success- 
ful jockeys fade into oblivion when 
their ascendant star falls with the 
loss of their right to the 7 Ibs., al- 
lowed to apprentice jockeys until 
they have ridden forty winners. 
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Bailey’s Mill Beagles 


An Account Of Two Fine Days With 
The Bailey’s Mill Beagles During 
The Season Just Past 


On February 22nd, the Community House in Brookside, New Jersey was 
the scene of a large and exceedingly enthusiastic field, who for the first 
time were going to follow the Bailey’s Mill Beagles over the surrounding 
countryside. 

William H. Moore, II and Richard Reeve, the Masters of these Beagles, 
very kindly consented to hold a meet in this community and it was announced 
in the Brookside School that such meet was taking place on Washington’s 
Birthday. 

The day was delightfully -warm and sunny, though the going under foot 
was deep with snow and many places the drifts high and hard so that 
Hounds, staff and field could cross them without breaking through. 

A few minutes before two o’clock Mr. Reeve let some ten couples of 
bitches out of the truck and kept them standing quietly in front of the old 
Brookside store. 

Hounds moved off promptly, going due north through the village and upon 
reaching the northeast corner of the Pitney Farm property they were ¢ast left 
handed through an open meadow. Immediately, sterns began to quiver and 
a cotton-tail was put up, who unfortunately came to his doom within about 
a hundred yards in the old Rockaby Railroad bed. 

Hounds drew on south across the Pitney Farm, a distance of probably 
three-quarters of a mile and then were cast across a small corn field directly 
in front of Mrs. Pitney’s house. They hunted this cornfield very carefully 
and much to the joy of the field put up a hare in about five minutes. This 
hare ran due East across a large timothy and alfalfa field, only to be turned 
South by two youngsters on horseback, who were carefully following a fence- 
line by a field of winter wheat. Our quarry crossed the main Morristown- 
Mendham road, midst considerable traffic, with Hounds in close pursuit. 
Streaming due South across Mr. Evans’ property, encountering wire calf 
pastures and numerous small buildings, she was lost on the far side where 
his property joins that of the Bell Telephone Company. 


The field was requested to hold hard by a muddy road until Hounds could 
again pick up the scent. This did not seem possible and Hounds were ¢ast 
northwest across the field in which the hare had last been viewed. She was, 
however, viewed again but Hounds were only able to keep scent possibly three 
or four minutes. Mr. Evans’ property was carefully hunted but to no avail, 
and Hounds were again brought back across the main road and into the 
Pitney Farm property. They drew northwest around the buildings and across 
another large cornfield and then due east toward the meadow in which the 
cotton-tail had been killed. 


A hare was viewed south from this hillside running in the same direction 
as the previous one, but this time cut straight across the wheat. Circling 
north and then west she made a fast line in this direction, only to be turned 
again by the same boys on horseback and south again across the main road, 
into Mr. Evans’; scent becoming poor, she was ultimately lost. 

By this time, twilight had begun and the Staff called it a day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edward T. Look and the writer were hosts to the entire field 
at a tea in the Community House in Brookside, at which time much cordial 
enthusiasm on beagling in this section was expressed. 

Some days later the Masters very kindly consented to have another meet 
on Sunday, March 17th; being by regular schedule and to be held at the 
Black Horse Inn in the Village of Mendham. 

There being no scheduled tea, each one was offered the hospitality of the

This day, having had a warm sun all morning, was slightly overcast by 
two o’clock, and the going deep and muddy. Hounds met at two o’clock 
with an excellent field, but not quite so many children. 

The eleven and one-half couples were taken east along the Morristown- 
Mendham road cast in by the big oak directly at the intersection of this 
road and Pitney Road. They were cast through two cornfields which proved 
so satisfactory on our previous day in February, but unfortunately proved 
blank at that time. 


Hounds were taken around the farm buildings to draw the other cornfield. 
Within a very few minutes a hare was viewed away who ran in a large circle, 
apparently dragging laboriously over the heavy stubbles. Many times the 
field could see the hare almost touched by members of the pack but she 
moved on northeast across this field down into the hollow by the Woodhull 
house, on up across a high field, into the road by Jack Post’s house, on north- 
west on the Mt. Freedom Road and then left handed into a heavy steep wood- 
land where a kill took place after a run of probably twenty-five minutes.

Accordingly Isolater was not seen 
under colors until 1936, in The Bel- 
mont Stakes. He didn’t win, his 
stablemate Granville did. In 19388, 
Isolater won six races and over 
$17,000. Last year the accomplish- 
ments of Isolater were more grati- 
fying when he won The Saratoga 
Cup at 2 miles and The Gallant Fox 
Handicap at 1 5-8 miles, races prov- 
ing the qualities which “Sunny Jim” 
first saw when Isolater landed on 
these shores five years before. Last 
October Isolater was to meet the 
finest in the country in The Pimlico 
Special. 


Downright hard luck, a minor in- 
jury blameable to Isolater himself, 
forced his retirement. The Dixie 
Handicap at Pimlico on May 8 is 
Isolater’s present goal. “It’s time,” 
says the dean of American trainers, 
“for the luck of the Irish to start 
working. [| still don’t think I have 
seen Isolater run his greatest race 
and as long as he is sound I am go- 
ing to run him until he shows it to 
me. It may well be in the Dixie at 
Pimlico next month.”’
